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Huge expenditure for three months defended by chiefs

MORE than £4 million was 
spent on temporary hospital 
staff in Sandwell and Birming¬ 
ham in just three months. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust spent the sum 
in the first quarter of 2015. 

The trust, which runs Sandwell Hospital, 
City Hospital in Birmingham and Rowley Regis 
Hospital, admitted the level of spending was 
much higher than planned. 

Out of the £4.4m spent, £lm was for doctors 
and £2.6m on nursing and care staff in the 
three months up to April. 

However, the trust’s finance director Tony 
Waite said it needed to spend the cash so it 
could cover absences and had struggled to fill 
jobs. 

The spending comes despite efforts to curb 
agency spending at the end of 2014. 

According to a statement in a hospital report, 
the agency spend was ‘significantly in excess of 
plan and not consistent with delivery of key fi¬ 
nancial targets’. 

“Appropriate actions are being progressed to 
address this and to reduce the forward pay bill 
to sustainable levels,” the document states. 

Overspending 

“Principal overspending is for healthcare 
assistants providing enhanced care support to 
vulnerable patients. The trust is currently run¬ 
ning with a social care ward staffed by agency 
which was budgeted for permanent staff. Spend 
on scientific and therapeutic staff and on man¬ 
agement and admin is below plan.” 

Mr Waite added: “The trust is committed to 
providing safe, high-quality and cost-effective 
care. To ensure we achieve this, we, like every 
other trust, needs to use agency staff. In the 
three months to April this year the trust spent 
£4.4m on agency staff - of this £lm was spent 
on doctors and £2.6m on nursing and care. 

“Although this is higher than anticipated, 
it was necessary due to the trust having some 
hard to fill posts, peaks in service demand and 
to cover temporary absence such as sickness. 
We are working hard to recruit staff to fill our 
vacancies and reduce our levels of sickness ab¬ 
sence. 

“The plan to lower our agency spend reflects 
that the trust sees having a fully established 
substantive workforce as being best and con¬ 
sistent with its commitment to providing safe, 
high quality and cost effective care.” 

In a report to the NHS Trust board, figures 
revealed the trust’s total workforce of 6,833 
whole-time equivalent staff members was 109 
less than planned - despite it including 254 
agency staff.

Carillion is chosen 
for hospital project 

THE £430 million project to build a major 
new hospital in Smethwick will be led by 
Wolverhampton-based Carillion, it has 
been announced. 

Work on the Midland Metropolitan Hos¬ 
pital in Grove Lane is due to start early in 
the new year with opening in late 2018. 

A joint venture of Carillion called The 
Hospital Company has been selected for 
the Midland Metropolitan Hospital Public 
Private Partnership (PPP) project. Con¬ 
struction work will create jobs but Carillion 
said it was too early to say how many.

A MINUTE’S silence was held 
ahead of Walsall’s match with 
Oldham Athletic in honour of the 
three Walsall fans killed in the 
Tunisia terror attack 

Survivor Owen Richards and 
his mother Suzy were guests at 
Saturday’s game and were pre¬ 
sented with flowers by directors 
from the Oldham club ahead of 
the game. Fans of both clubs also 
left floral tributes and scarves 
outside the Banks’s stadium. 

Owen’s brother Joel, aged 19, 
of Wednesbury, his uncle and 


Sandwell Council worker Adrian 
Evans, 49, of Bilston, and grand¬ 
father Patrick Evans, 78, of 
Wednesbury, died in the attack at 
the beach resort of Sousse. 

Five thousand fans attended 
the game at the Banks’s Stadium 
and joined players from both 
clubs to observe an impeccable 
minute’s silence. 

Owen, 16, stood alongside Sad¬ 
dlers’ boss Dean Smith in the 
dugout during the silence, as Wal¬ 
sall players, led by captain Adam 
Chambers, stood arm-in-arm at 


the centre circle in tribute to the 
family. 

Walsall FC also tweeted: 
“Touch of class from @Officia- 
10AFC [Oldham Athletic] direc¬ 
tors who have presented Suzy & 
Owen Richards with bouquets of 
flowers”. 

Their funerals of the three 
family members took place last 
month in West Bromwich and 
the football club hosted a remem¬ 
brance event after the services at 
the Banks’s.

Film-makers Hammer 
home horror success 


wristbands 
raise £700 
for relatives 

THE sale of hundreds of wristbands in 
honour of Tunisia terrorist victim Joel 
Richards have raised more than £700 for 
his heartbroken family. 

The wristbands, sold by Walsall Sup¬ 
porters Trust, which read ‘Keep Calm 
and Smile Like Joel’ and ‘Together We 
Achieve More’ have been purchased 
by football fans in Walsall pre-season 
matches over the last few weeks. 

Talented referee Joel, 19, of Wednes¬ 
bury, his uncle and Sandwell Council 
worker Adrian Evans, 49, of Bilston 
and grandfather Patrick Evans, 78, of 
Wednesbury were gunned down in the 
horrific terror attack in the coastal city 
of Sousse in June. 

Dozens of wristbands were also sold 
in a charity match at Pelsall Villa held 
recently with more than £300 going to¬ 
wards a fund set up in memory of Joel 
Richards. 

Steve Davies, secretary of the Walsall 
Supporters Trust, said: “It’s been great 
to see the people make a donation for the 
wristbands.”

Shooting has started on the Black Coun¬ 
try set of The House of Screaming Death 
after £3,000 of the production costs was 
raised by crowd funding.

The London Film 
Awards for their 
film Checking In 
that was shot at 
the town’s Baron’s 
Court Hotel. 

Now the pair are 
rolling the cameras

in West Bromwich, 
for their latest offering. It is a nod to the classic 
Hammer and Amicus gothic horror series of the 
1960s and 1970s that is costing £8,000 to make. 

They set up an online fundraising appeal to 
complete their latest shoestring project that 
saw donors put up £3,000 through the website 
Indiegogo and that money has been spent on 
production gear. 

There are also plans to apply to funding bodies 
to cover the total cost for the effort which sees 
24 cast and 36 crew taking part. The storylines 
include an adaptation of the ghostly Lady in 
Grey story, blood curdling events in a village 
terrorised by a chilling vampire as well as rituals 
that have grave consequences for the characters. 

Demonstrate 

Mr Hastings, a media lecturer, said: “We man¬ 
aged to get just under £3,000 in the end which 
wasn’t our intended aim but is still amazing and 
every penny has gone into equipment hire, loca¬ 
tions and special effects. “We have now set our 
sights on bringing Gothic British Horror back 
to the screen, like the old Hammer and Amicus 
studios used to and your continued support will 
only help us further that aim as well as demon¬ 
strate the wealth of untapped talent that the 
Midlands has, but is never seen.” 

He works at Stafford College while Mr Patel, 
49, a technician, works at Walsall College. They 
held auditions for the cast that include Sarah 
Gain and Tom Loone who were being put 
through their paces on set for scenes in The 
Witch in the Mirror segment.

HOMES were evacuated and res¬ 
idents led to safety after a fire 
ripped through a kitchen in a 
home in Aldridge. 

Emergency services were 
called to a ground floor maison¬ 
ette in Old Rectory Gardens. A 
wheelchair bound man inside the 
property had managed to escape 
before firefighters arrived. 

The blaze, which is believed to 
have started accidentally, ripped 
through the kitchen and left the 
room completely destroyed. 

Firefighters extinguished the 


blaze and isolated gas, electricity 
and water supplies at the two-sto- 
rey building at around 8.15pm on 
Sunday. 

West Midlands Fire Service 
spokesman James Round said: 
“The fire was in a ground floor 
kitchen of a two-storey block of 
maisonettes. A wheelchair-bound 
gentleman exited the premises 
before we got there. The crews 
isolated the gas, electricity and 
water supplies. 

“We evacuated all of the sur¬ 
rounding properties. 


“The kitchen was 100 per cent 
involved in the fire and there was 
also 60 per cent smoke and heat 
damage to the property.” 

Mr Round said there was noth¬ 
ing to suggest anything suspicious 
had caused the blaze. 

He said the male resident of the 
property had since been rehomed. 

A message posted on Face- 
book by Willenhall fire station 
following the incident said crews 
had led a number of residents to 
safety from their properties. It 
added that residents were all well. 


Buses tune in 
with wifi start 

A FLEET of new buses complete with 
free wifi have been launched for passen¬ 
gers in Walsall following an £8 million 
investment. A total of 40 Phantom ve¬ 
hicles with extra leg room and leather 
seats will be taking to the road by the 
start of September. 

The first of the new vehicles running 
between Walsall and Birmingham were 
being launched by National Express 
West Midlands this week. 

The routes to benefit are the X51, 997, 
934, 935 and 936 services, and as well as 
free wifi, the vehicles will also give next 
stop announcements. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird, 
a member of the West Midlands Inte¬ 
grated Transport Authority said: “This 
dramatically improves the image of pub¬ 
lic transport.” 

Travellers move 
onto Yew tree 

TRAVELLERS have moved onto Yew 
Tree Common. Around 20 caravans 
drove onto the parkland on the Walsall 
border on Friday. It is believed some of 
the group were encamped at Perry Park 
in Birmingham but moved overnight. 

Meanwhile, Walsall Council has been 
granted a court order to evict a group of 
travellers that set up on playing fields 
in Darlaston. Three caravans off Salis¬ 
bury Street will be forced to move after 
an order was granted at Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court.

Road safety 
measures 
call at road 
is snubbed 

HIGHWAYS bosses have ruled out 
introducing traffic-calming measures 
on a road where a police sting found 
more than half of motorists were 
travelling above the speed limit. 

Residents and local councillors have 
called for action over Codsall Road in 
Cradley Heath, but Sandwell Council 
said changes are not needed as there 
have been no recorded ‘traffic injuries’ 
in the area over the last five years. 

But a police speed operation along 
the stretch earlier this year recorded 
a staggering 59 per cent of vehicles ig¬ 
noring the 30mph speed limit. 

The operation was launched fol¬ 
lowing a survey of residents living in 
Codsall Road, Trejon Road, Harcourt 
Road and Dingle Avenue, which found 
more than a third highlighted speed¬ 
ing along Codsall Road as the issue 
causing them most concern in their 
neighbourhood. 

Police then passed on the results to 
highways chiefs at the council. 

But the council has now decided no 
action is necessary. 

Highways boss at the authority 
Maria Crompton said it had since 
got hold of evidence showing speed¬ 
ing along the road had dropped - and 
that most motorists were now driving 
below 20mph. She added that coun¬ 
cil cash needed to be saved for roads 
more prone to accidents.

Authority nearly tops 
table for data leaks 


SANDWELL Council has the second 
worst record in the country when it 
comes to confidential data breach¬ 
es, new figures have revealed. 

The authority was involved in 187 in¬ 
stances where sensitive personal informa¬ 
tion was either stolen or leaked between 
April 2011 and April 2014. 

Examples included one worker who was 
sacked for ‘accessing personal information for 
personal interest’ - although no disciplinary 
measures were enacted against staff involved 
in the other 186 instances. 

Council bosses say the high number of data 
breaches recorded by the authority is down to a 
‘robust approach’ in tackling the issue. 

“We believe we report data breaches that 
others don’t,” said chief executive Jan Britton, 
adding that the authority had brought in a 
‘successful internal campaign to highlight what 
constitutes data incidents’. 

“While we may appear second in this list, 
this may well be because we take the issue so 
seriously and because staff tell us about inci¬ 
dents. 

Misdirected 

“The vast majority of all reported incidents 
invariably turn out to be either internal misdi¬ 
rected emails or mis-addressed letters.” 

Across the Black Country there were 327 
breaches over the period - only 16 of which re¬ 
sulted in any form of disciplinary action. 

Wolverhampton council also features in the 
national top 10, with sensitive data leaked 100 
times over three years. They included a worker 
leaving a list of vulnerable people in place¬ 
ments in a lobby. There were 34 instances of 
data being leaked in Walsall, three of which led 
to members of staff getting fired, while there 
were 16 cases where personal data was dis¬ 
closed by mistake. 

This included the outcome of a disciplinary 
hearing, court papers and a GP letter contain¬ 
ing medical details - all of which were sent to 
the wrong addresses. In another incident a 
bank statement was left on an office photocop¬ 
ier. 

Dudley Council saw six cases over the period, 
three of which resulted in disciplinary meas¬ 
ures. Big Brother Watch director Emma Carr 
said: “Despite local councils being trusted with 
increasing amounts of our personal data, this 
report highlights that they are simply not able 
to say it is safe with them.”

The new Sport Minister Tracey 
Crouch has announced a new consultation 
on the legacy, declaring: “Sport has such 
a positive impact on people’s lives and I 
want to embed participation into this na¬ 
tion’s DNA.” Good luck with that but I fear 
the hamburgers are already embedded. 

SO farewell, Cilia Black, gone far too 
early. Those of 
us of a certain 
age will remem¬ 
ber her not as 
the motherly 
trouper of Blind 
Date but as the 
bewitching, 
fragile singer of 
the 1960s who 
could Step In¬ 
side Love and 
make your heart gasp. Part of that won¬ 
derful, exciting, hopeful, innocent world of 
a truly amazing decade is no more.

Owner must pay £570 over dog mess 


A DOG owner from Sandwell has 
been hit with a £570 court bill after 
failing to clean up after his pet. 

Mitchell Kane is the fifth person 
to be prosecuted in Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil’s zero tolerance crackdown on 
dog mess. Wardens have now issued 
more than 100 dog fouling fines in 
the borough since the campaign was 
launched last year. 

A warden issued a £75 fine to 


Mitchell Kane after he failed to clean 
up after his Staffordshire Bull Terri¬ 
er-type dog in King Street, Wednes- 
bury, on April 24 this year. 

Kane, aged 24, of Holyhead Road, 
Wednesbury, did not pay the fine, so 
the council took him to court. 

He failed to attend the hearing 
on July 21 at Black Country Mag¬ 
istrates Court in Oldbury, and the 
matter was proved in his absence. 


Magistrates fined him £200 and also 
ordered him to pay £200 costs to the 
council, a £20 victim surcharge and a 
£150 criminal court charge. 

Speaking after the hearing, Coun¬ 
cillor Maria Crompton, the council’s 
cabinet member for highways and 
environment, said: “Dog fouling is 
disgusting, looks horrible, is a seri¬ 
ous health hazard and costs taxpay¬ 
ers money to clean up. We refuse to 


put up with it any longer and hope 
this latest prosecution sends out a 
firm message. 

“We hope the irresponsible few are 
now learning that we mean business 
in our ‘zero tolerance’ stance on this 
issue, which many people tell us is 
their number one concern.” 

Wardens have issued 114 dog 
fouling fines since the campaign 
launched in February 2014. 


Children's services hit 
by £7m cut to budget

MORE than £7 million has 
been slashed from Sandwell 
Council’s children’s servic¬ 
es budget - despite being 
judged as failing by Ofsted. 

A damning report released in 
June said ‘widespread and seri¬ 
ous failures’ were putting chil¬ 
dren at risk of harm. 

Bosses said the decision was made 
before the report was released. 

But the council’s issues with chil¬ 
dren’s services were already widely 
known after serious concerns were 
raised by the education regulator 
two years ago. 

Deputy leader Steve Eling said 
‘draconian’ cuts in central govern¬ 
ment funding had forced the author¬ 
ity to make budget cuts and that the 
children’s services budget had been 
protected as much as possible. 

The council has been forced to 
save more than £120 million over 
the last five years. 

Lower 

Councillor Eling said he did not 
expect children’s services to suffer 
as a result of the £7.16m cut, insist¬ 
ing bosses had managed to save cash 
that was previously wasted. But the 
move has been criticised by a mem¬ 
ber of the council’s own cabinet. 

He said: “The reduction is lower 
than other areas of the council. 

“Had children’s services had the 
same cut as other services, then it 
would have been double that. 

“We have paid for failure in 
Sandwell for years. We have put 
children in inappropriate high-cost 
external placements and employed 
boatloads of agency staff for enor¬ 
mous amounts of money. We have 
got to grips with that and changed 
it around completely. Children’s 
services performed a significant sur¬ 
plus last year.” 

But council cabinet member 
Steve Jones said he was baffled by 
the move. He said: “Apparently the 
service works without money, I’m as 
confused as anyone else. How can £7 
million be reduced and it works bet¬ 
ter? Ofsted unfortunately are saying 
something different.” 


Blind Dave opens £150k refurb pub

on a pub in West Bromwich which has undergone a 
£150,000 makeover. 

New owners took over the Yew Tree in Albion Road in 
January and immediately began making changes. 

Customers have been allowed to drink in a smaller 
room while the work has been carried out but the main 
lounge has now reopened as a restaurant. 

The pub has been taken over by Jag Bagri, who is 
from West Bromwich and is going into pub management 
for the first time having previously helped out at pubs 
and restaurants run by family members. 

Blind Dave, as he is affectionately known, has raised 
thousands of pounds for charity by regularly taking on 


gruelling fundraising missions including marathons and 
a Sahara desert challenge. He has been a regular visitor 
to the Yew Tree over the years as he lives nearby and 
gladly accepted the offer to open the restaurant. 

He said: “I was there in 1974 when the original lounge 
opened as a wee lad. I was only 18 and it was just co-inci¬ 
dental. I’ve got to know Jag and his family and they said 
they needed someone to open it and asked if I would do 
it. It was an absolute pleasure.” 

New jobs have been created by the pub’s revamp with 
three members of staff already taken on and bar staff 
and waiting roles still vacant. Mr Bagri, aged 27, said: 
“There are a lot of pubs closing and I wanted to do some¬ 
thing for the local community.”

Puppies 
imported 
illegally in 
borough 

PUPPIES which have been illegally 
imported from Poland have been sold 
in the Black Country by ‘unscrupu¬ 
lous’ dealers. 

Officials in Sandwell warned the 
French Bulldog puppies may not have 
been properly vaccinated against 
deadly diseases and they are now try¬ 
ing to trace the dogs. 

RSCPA officials urged people to be 
vigilant, claiming there is ‘no guaran¬ 
tee’ about the health of puppies. 

Environmental health officers are 
trying to track down up to 15 pup¬ 
pies which are believed to have been 
illegally imported into the UK. The 
council says the dogs were sold from 
an address in Tividale. 

Anybody who has bought a puppy 
from the Tividale area which was sup¬ 
plied with a pet passport from Poland, 
is advised to contact Sandwell Envi¬ 
ronmental Health. 

Puppies can only be imported le¬ 
gally once they are 15 weeks or older, 
which gives them time to have the 
necessary vaccinations in their coun¬ 
try of origin. 

They must also be microchipped 
and accompanied by a passport that 
matches the microchip, say officials. 

Sandwell Council leader, Councillor 
Darren Cooper, said: “Unfortunately, 
falsified passports are being used by 
unscrupulous importers.”

He admitted three counts of fraud 
and was given an 18-month jail term 
suspended for two years, and ordered 
to carry out 300 hours of unpaid com¬ 
munity work, at Birmingham Crown 
Court on July 23.

Council tenants owe 
rent of more than £3m 


COUNCIL house tenants in Sandwell 
owe more than £3 million in unpaid 
rent, new figures show. 

A total of 11,677 accounts are in arrears 
with rent owed for both homes and garag¬ 
es across the borough. 

Sandwell Council said it was determined to 
take action against those who refused to pay. 
At the end of June, £3,031,000 was owed to 
the council in rent for 1,101 homes and 576 
garages. 

The amount owed is down on last year’s fig¬ 
ure of £3.1m. 

Deputy leader Councillor Steve Eling said 
while the authority would work to reclaim 
debt, advice and help was available for those 
families struggling to pay their bills. 

“We currently follow our debt recovery pro¬ 
cedures once an account has fallen into arrears 
of two weeks. The customer is contacted and 
arrears letters are issued. 

“The council continue to liaise closely with 
partner agencies in order to support our cus¬ 
tomers in sustaining their tenancies - the part¬ 
ner agencies that we currently work with are 
CAB and StepChange for debt advice, Sandwell 
Financial Services Hub and 6 Towns Credit 
Union,” he added. 

Increase 

Reforms such as the ‘bedroom tax’ and the 
introduction of a benefit cap which came into 
force two years ago have been blamed for peo¬ 
ple falling behind on their payment. 

In April, the council approved a rent increase 
of up to 4.5 per cent for homes which saw the 
average bill rise by £1.03 to £88.92 per week. 

A one per cent rise in garage rents from 
£6.73 to £6.80 per week also came into force. 

The authority said it was looking to bring 
all 29,463 of its tenants under the same ‘rent 
formula’ within three years which had meant a 
much bigger increase for some of the borough’s 
tenants. 

More than 100 homes have been seized back 
by the council during the past 12 months after 
tenants were caught misusing properties. 

Illegal sub-letting and not using a house as 
a main home were among the ways residents 
were found to be flouting tenancy rules. 

The council launched more than 200 fraud 
investigations during the past year and recov¬ 
ered a total of 115 properties. 

Two people have convicted of ‘right to buy’ 
fraud during the past year.

ROB COX meets the men and 
women who keep the West 
Midlands on the move 24/7 


FROM a single nerve centre off the 
M5, a dedicated team of Highways 
England operators monitor more 
than 1,600 miles of road. 

It is a 24/7 undertaking, supported by 
140 roadside officers, with the sole pur¬ 
pose of keeping the Midlands’ roads free 
of congestion. 

Walking into the bustling control centre, 
located at Quinton Business Park, you could 
be forgiven for thinking you had accidentally 
entered mission control at NASA. 

A huge television display spans the entire 
of the front wall while rows of operators, com¬ 
plete with headsets, attempt to assess the data 
it presents. 

In the centre is a map of the Midlands’ mo¬ 
torways stretching from Junction 16 of the M6 
at Stoke down as far as Strensham Services off 
the M5, shortly before it meets the M50. 

Footage 

It also shows the main A-roads running 
west towards the Welsh border and spans as 
far east as Banbury in Oxfordshire. 

In total the control centre monitors 800 
miles of motorway, including the M6, M5 and 
M54, and 860 miles of A-road including the A5, 
A38 and A50. 

Around the central map live footage is dis¬ 
played from a selection of more than 700 cam¬ 
eras located across this busy network or roads. 

To help the operators, of which there are 
60 working across six shifts, the display of¬ 
fers other sources of information. On the left 
of the imposing screen are images from a 24- 
hour news service. Sky or BBC, which can be 
the first to alert Highways England to a crash. 

Below that are wind speed readings which 
are particularly important for the Midlands’ 
roads as the region has the highest concentra¬ 
tion of elevated motorways in the UK. 


Anything above 25mph can seriously affect 
high-sided vehicles. Anything above 20mph 
and ‘High Wind - Slow Down’ is automatically 
displayed on the gantries. 

And to the far right of the screen is infor¬ 
mation on the region’s two sections of ‘smart 
motorway’ which run along parts of the M6 
and M42. 

This technology uses variable speed limits 
displayed above the carriageway and allows 
drivers to use the hard shoulder during peak 
times. 

Emergency planning officer Frank Bird 
explains: “The main way we achieve this is 
through a series of copper loops located under 
the motorway which detect changes in the 
speed of traffic. 

“When the traffic slows down the technol¬ 
ogy in the road sends a message to the over¬ 
head gantries to state ‘queue caution’ or ‘slow 


down’ The next step then will be to check the 
nearest available camera on the network to see 
if we can see the incident. 

“If, for example, a car has been flipped up¬ 
side down over one of the loops, the technology 
can detect the car is not moving and sent us 
an automated signal. We would then kick into 
overdrive and start closing the motorway. 

“We will quickly get a response car out there 
which can deal with matters like oil spills and 
start putting cones out.” 

In the case of a serious crash, where there 
is the need to close the motorway entirely, the 
focus of the control centre staff is on doing 
so as quickly as possible. The aim is to min¬ 
imise the number of vehicles which are then 
stranded between where the accident took 
place and where the motorway has been closed. 

Mr Bird, added: “On some occasions the na¬ 
ture of the incident allows us to let motorists 


slowly drive past in the correct direction. But 
if the incident is potentially a fatal one it is 
very unlikely we could do that as the scene will 
need to be preserved for the corner’s investiga¬ 
tions. In that case we need to turn the traffic 
around and send them back to the junction 
behind. 

“As a general rule we work to the estimation 
a mile of traffic takes about an hour to release, 
so getting the motorway shut quickly in the 
first instance is crucial.” 

Smart motorways are perhaps the biggest 
tool at the control centre’s disposal when it 
comes to reducing congestion. But how does 
slowing drivers down to 50mph speed up their 
journey? 

“If you slow people down to 50mph it might 
feel sluggish, but there is an improvement in 
journey time reliability,” said Mr Bird. “Oth¬ 
erwise at busy times people go at 70mph and 
have to brake very sharply and that is when 
you get a crash.” 

Ultimately all the work by Highways Eng¬ 
land, particularly that from its control centre, 
is an effort to keep drivers safe. 

Listening to Mr Bird it is clear that staff at 
the control centre can get frustrated at the 
reasons some accidents take place in the first 
place. 

With ever-increasing numbers of people 
having a smart mobile phone, there has been 
a big campaign to alert drivers to the dangers 
of using the devices while behind the wheel. 

Selfies 

Taking ‘selfies’ while driving has even been 
blamed for a peak in crashes on the UK’s 
roads. There are other causes of accidents too. 

Mr Bird said: “It is amazing how many 
times there is a crash on one side of the road 
and you see many cars on the other side skid¬ 
ding and breaking and then you hear a smash. 
It is the ‘rubberneckers’ who are busy watch¬ 
ing what the emergency crews and ourselves 
are doing, not what is in front of them. Now 
we can put up big blue screens so drivers trav¬ 
elling in the other direction cannot see what 
has happened.” 

With more than 30 million cars licensed to 
be on the road in the UK, Highways England 
certainly have their work cut out to keep the 
traffic flowing.

Payout over 
asbestos at 
top of list 
for council 

AN electric shock, a knocked-out 
tooth and a finger trapped in a door 
- just some of the reasons Sandwell 
Council has paid out compensation to 
its own staff in three years. 

The payouts, which also include a 
worker falling on hot Tarmac and an¬ 
other tripping over a traffic cone, total 
almost £300,000. 

The biggest payout during the 
three-year period was £228,616 to a 
worker who was exposed to asbestos 
during their job. 

The council, which needs to save 
£38 million by 2018, also approved for 
claims for employees who had slipped 
on ice and water or been hit by a door. 

A total of £287,067 was paid out 
between January 2012 and December 
2014, a Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest revealed. 

During the three years, the council 
paid £3,250 to the worker who tripped 
over a traffic cone, £2,800 to the per¬ 
son who fell on hot Tarmac, £2,000 to 
an employee who fractured their arm 
when a shutter fell on it and £1,250 to 
a member of staff who was given an 
electric shock. 

Other claims approved included 
£1,250 to the member of staff who 
lost their tooth in an accident, £1,000 
to someone who suffered bruising 
after being hit by a door and £300 to 
a worker whose ring was caught in a 
door. 

Councillor Philip Garrett, the au¬ 
thority’s sole UKIP member, said: 
“That is certainly a big figure. I am 
not a massive fan of the idea someone 
trips on a slab so they seek to claim 
compensation. 

“I am not wired that way. I would 
just get on with it. 

“But the payout for the worker ex¬ 
posed to asbestos has skewed the fig¬ 
ure heavily and I know personally the 
pain asbestos can cause to a family.”

Demolition of factory 
destroyed in fire starts

Paper trail for training 


BULLDOZERS moved in to 
demolish a plastics facto¬ 
ry in Oldbury - more than 
three months after it was de¬ 
stroyed by a devastating fire 
in a suspected arson attack. 

Demolition crews picked apart 
the charred remains of the Te¬ 
knor Apex factory in Tat Bank 
Road just hours after it was re¬ 
vealed the business had been sold. 

Bosses at the American-based plas¬ 
tics producer decided not to resurrect 
its only UK site and have agreed to 
sell parts of the business to Glouces¬ 
tershire-based rival Petlon Polymers. 

Several senior figures who were 
based in Oldbury will also move south 
as part of the deal. 

But there has been no comment as 
yet on the rest of the 50-strong work¬ 
force that fled from the flames in April. 

Crumbled 

A skeleton crew had been working 
in temporary buildings in the after- 
math of the fire in a bid to keep the 
business going. Picking apart the fac¬ 
tory wasn’t a difficult task for NCP 
Humphries Demolition, with much 
of it having crumbled to the ground 
during the blaze which, at its height, 
was tackled by 75 firefighters. The 
roof caved in with only the shell of the 
building remaining intact. 

Roads surrounding the factory were 
closed off and neighbouring businesses 
evacuated as smoke billowed into 
the sky and could be seen for miles 
around. It was 16 hours later before 
the fire was completely extinguished. 

Experts discovered evidence sug¬ 
gesting it was started deliberately 
and investigations are still ongoing. 
Plastics had been made for years at 
the factory, part of British Industrial 
Plastics before being taken over by Te¬ 
knor Apex in 2006. 


A SOCIAL enterprise business in West 
Bromwich has set up a scheme which 
aims to turn oversized sheets of paper 
into training for vulnerable adults. 

Bevil Williams, managing director of 
Repc, is hoping to build sales for paper 
he is supplying to businesses in order 
to fund training.

found it was not selling well in their 
stores and wanted to clear some of 
their surplus supplies. 

The firm already trains and employs 
a number of people with disabilities 
and special needs and Mr Williams 
says he is constantly looking for 
smarter ways to do things. 

Repc, based in Charles Street, West 
Bromwich, takes old and unwanted 
IT items, securely cleans them of data 
and prepares them for re-use by com¬ 
munity organisations.

dent unfolded. He said: “Mr 
Maskell’s sudden death has 
left a hole in his family’s life 
and they are anxious to find 
out exactly what happened 
that evening. 

They are currently being 
supported by specially 
trained officers as we work 
to piece together the circum¬ 
stances of their loved one’s 
death. 

“From debris left at the 
scene and CCTV footage, we 
believe the car involved was 
a light-coloured Nissan and 
I would urge the driver to 
do the right thing and con¬ 
tact us as soon as possible so 
they can explain what hap¬ 
pened.”

TUDOR times were brought back to 
life during a history day at Haden Old 
Hall in Cradley Heath. 

Music and dancing helped to take people 
back to the 16th century at the house, with 
a series of performances taking place. The 
hall was originally built in the late 1600s 
but has parts dating back to a few years 
before, during the Tudor period, and is at¬ 
tached to Haden Hill House Museum. 

On Sunday staff and volunteers welcomed 
scores of people to an open afternoon where cos¬ 


tumed characters entertained the crowds and 
there were pursuits on display typical of the pe¬ 
riod. 

Visitors were able to see beautiful birds of prey 
in the grounds and learn more about how they 
were used in Tudor times for hunting. Many of 
the birds which were common hundreds of years 
ago are now dwindling in numbers. 

Museum services manager Jane Hanney, from 
Sandwell Museums Service, said: “The Old Hall 
isn’t open to the public all the time, unlike the 
Victorian museum next door, so it is great on 
open days to see the house come alive with his¬ 
toric characters. 


“The hall was probably built in the late 1600s 
but parts of it may date to the Tudor period. 

“It has been heavily restored and the Friends 
of Haden Hill Estate have painted the inside 
with some fabulous historic colours such as red 
and yellow ochre. 

“It has transformed the look of the building.” 

Haden Hill House Museum will host a craft 
afternoon on Sunday. The tearoom will be open 
for afternoon tea from 2pm until 4.30pm. 

Staff continue the craft theme with a peg doll 
making workshop on August 23, costing £1.50, 
and the birds of prey will make a return to the 
site on August 30 from 2pm.

Green Party leader says 
HS2 is ‘wrong answer' 


THE £50 billion HS2 project will 
cluster resources at London and 
is the ‘wrong answer’ for the 
West Midlands, according to the 
leader of the Green Party. 

Speaking to the Express & Star, Na¬ 
talie Bennett said the scheme’s huge 
bill would be better spent on local in¬ 
frastructure in the Black Country. 

Her damning assessment comes just 
weeks after the 
region’s business 
leaders revealed 
a £3.3bn vision 
for the HS2 that 
would create 
52,000 jobs. 

Miss Bennett, 
said: “Those be¬ 
hind the scheme 
seemed to have 
missed the fact 
local trains need to run from east to west, 
not just down to London. HS2 is the wrong 
answer for the West Midlands. It would be 
much more beneficial if the government 
were to put the same amount of invest¬ 
ment into local infrastructure, particularly 
in terms of encouraging people to walk and 
cycle, and into improving local bus ser¬ 
vices.” 

A Midlands Growth Strategy developed 
by the Greater Birmingham & Solihull 
Local Enterprise Partnership (GBSLEP) 
seeks to draw maximum benefit from HS2 
by securing government funding for dozens 
of connected projects. 

However, Miss Bennett is in no doubt 
which part of the country would benefit 
most from the high-speed rail line. She 
added: “Under the HS2 proposals 72 per 
cent of journeys would be people travelling 
into London. All HS2 will achieve is an even 
greater focus of resources around the capi¬ 
tal. It will encourage rich people working in 
London to extend their commuting distance 
even further, which is unhealthy socially 
and for the environment.”

MEMORY LANE 


By Adam Burlim 


CLUTCHING a second-hand 
camera and a small bag of be¬ 
longings, Sid Turner left behind 
his home city of Liverpool in 1974 
to start a new life in the Black 
Country. 

He had signed up to train as a teach¬ 
er at the old West Midlands College in 
Walsall - and quickly became fascinat¬ 
ed by the area’s industrial landscape 
and heritage. 

Mr Turner went on to teach in a string of 
local schools, and spent his spare time tak¬ 
ing photos of all aspects of Black Country 
life. Now he has collected the images and is 
displaying them across the region. 

His exhibition, ‘Ghosts’ at Bilston Craft 
Gallery, has attracted hundreds of people 
and has been particularly popular among 
the older generations who recognised land¬ 
marks that have long since been demol¬ 
ished. 

The 53-year-old was inspired to display 
the highlights from his collection of thou¬

sands of photos after realising how much 
the area had changed in recent years. And 
though he accepts there have been some 
positive developments, he feels the overall 
impact of changes in the Black Country has 
been negative. 

And he was struck by just how nostalgic 
people have been when they see his images. 

He said: “When we look at old photo¬ 
graphs, parents, friends, lovers look back at 
us, frozen forever in time. It has been quite 
an emotional experience for a lot of people.” 

Mr Turner moved to the Black Coun¬ 
try when he started dating a woman from 
Chuckery in Walsall while he was a member 
of Liverpool Diving Club. And, apart from

the odd spell abroad, he has stayed in the 
area ever since and now lives in Wednes¬ 
bury. 

Though photography has been one of his 
main interests, he has also turned his hand 
to stone masonry, silver work, ceramic art 
and even clock-making. 

After being made redundant from his job 
as a stonemason, he turned to teaching. 

As he had qualifications in both art 
and design, and chemistry and physics, 
Mr Turner ended up teaching science at 
schools including Darlaston and Willenhall 
comprehensives and Manor Farm. 

But throughout his career he has never 
stopped taking photos of urban scenes. He 


now works as a surveyor for Birmingham 
City Council and at one point tried to sur¬ 
vive as a professional artist. 

Mr Turner is still taking photos every day 
in between his day job and a project he is 
running at Birmingham University looking 
at how metal can be extracted from scrap 
computers. 

His ceramic work has been exhibited in 
galleries in France and Prague, as well as 
the Wedgwood gallery in Stoke. 

In 2002 he lived in China for a year, 
where a friend had already set up a new life, 
and started a clock-making business. 

But within a year he had returned to the 
Black Country, where he says his heart lies. 
Mr Turner’s love of photography started 
when, as a five-year-old, he used his father’s 
old Brownie box camera to capture images 
of birds in the garden. 

He joined Liverpool Photography Soci¬ 
ety during his teens but always focused on 
rural landscapes. 

He said: “I wish I had taken some more of 
Liverpool in the 1960s and Beatlemania as 
they might have been worth a few bob now, 
but I was trying to do more artistic shots.” 

When he arrived in the Black Country, 
though, he noticed how the towns and com¬ 
munities were defined by factories and steel 
plants.

When the chips are down, 
things grill only get better 


WHAT’S that splat?” The Queen 
of Puds was looking dismissively 
at her plate, as though a seagull 
had pooped right in the centre. 

“What splat?” “That one there, look.” 

She pointed to a rubbery square on her 
plate. It looked like a white-chocolate-jelly 
and added nothing to an otherwise decent 
dish. 

“That, that splat. Oh My God, you’re not 
going to put that in the review, are you?” 
And she clasped her hand to her mouth, 
as though to prevent any more words from 
falling out. 

The Queen Of Puds has been absent from 
reviewing duties for a year. Bringing babies 
into the world has denied us of her enter¬ 
taining presence. But she returned with a 
vengeance during a dinner a deux at The 
Granary Grill, in Weston Park.

The Grill is a delightfully located dining 
room, right in the heart of the Weston Park 
Estate. Light and airy and offering views 
over a courtyard and pretty garden, it’s a 
sophisticated steak joint for those willing 
to travel out of town. Somehow, it’s never 
quite captured the public imagination in 
the way that similar venues have. 

The reason for that is hard to discern, but 
it’s not down to poor service. 

Our starters were decent, if unremarka¬ 
ble. I ate a warm, sauteed new potato salad 
with pancetta lardons, cherry tomatoes and 
roast garlic, while The Queen of Puds tack¬ 
led a deep fried avocado with a blue cheese 
dressing. The salad was reasonable, though 
the potatoes lacked any crunch or crispy 
from their sautee pan. The avocado was 
fine, without hitting any culinary heights. 


The accompanying blue cheese dressing 
was pleasant. 

Our mains were better. The Queen of 
Puds ate the fish of the day, a generous sea 
bass fillet that had been cooked beautifully. 
It was arguably the stand-out dish. 

I ordered the hickory smoked sticky 
spiced pork ribs with chips and a garnish. 
The ribs were great - a treat. The pot of 
accompanying sauce was delightful. Simul¬ 
taneously sweet, spicy and hot, it added 
peppery piquancy to a damn good dish. 

But the chips were dreadful. There 
were five of them. Yes, five. They came in 
a sad bowl, looking like giants’ amputated 
fingers. One potato, sliced five ways and 
dropped in the fryer. That was it. 

Middle-aged, slightly-overweight fellas 
need small portions. But they don’t want 
to be able to count the number of chips on 
one sorry hand. The chips were down, make 


no mistake. I’d rather have eaten a bag of 
McCain’s Gorgeous Chips. 

And so would The Queen of Puds. But she 
had other things on her mind. Dessert. And 
she was on record-breaking, Olympic Gold 
Dessert Medal-Winning form, as we went 
for five. Every dish on the menu was con¬ 
sumed, namely potted peach with ricotta ice 
cream and fresh raspberries, a chocoholics 
plate, apple galette served with decent ice 
cream and the pick of the bunch. And, fi¬ 
nally summer berries. 

The Granary Grill offers a delightful 
dining room, great service and an uncom¬ 
plicated menu. The execution of dishes is 
okay, but not great. Minor refinements 
and finessing of dishes would make a big 
difference. It’s the tiniest of tweaks here 
and there, more accurate seasonings, bet¬ 
ter cooking, you know the drill - just don’t 
order the chips.

LONDON THEATRE 
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Luxury and 
economy 
mixed well

Goodness knows how long it might take to 
decide which tempting extras to add to your 
new Range Rover. Several pleasant hours, at 
least. 

That’s a joy to come after you’ve plumped for the 
basic vehicle itself, of course. And here you’re also 
faced with an almost bewildering set of choices. 

The Range Rover you read about here mixes luxury and 
economy in a way that might let an owner feel good about 
(modestly) saving the planet while the rear seat passengers 
feel as though they’re flying first class. 

For under the bonnet beats a diesel engine, while be¬ 
neath the floor sits a well protected battery that will actually 
power this big, heavy car a little way all on its own and helps 
out generally when it can elsewhere. 

This economy thinking might be more usual in cars cost¬ 
ing a very great deal less than a hybrid Range Rover but it 
does let it post some impressively ‘green’ figures for some¬ 
thing so chunky, even if they’re tinged with the optimism of 
all official consumption tables. 

The added luxury (on an already pretty swish car, of 
course) comes from stretching front and rear wheels 20cms 
further apart, all to the benefit of rear seat legroom - now 
accessed via rear doors so wide they’ll present a danger to 
passing traffic if not opened cautiously. 

Apart from making you feel like as film star stepping on 
to the red carpet at Cannes, they give so much lounging 
room you might never want to get out. Recline the seatback 
and you’ll probably be snoozing before the car slips into 
top gear. 

That stretch puts £7,700 on the price of the Range Rover 
and added to the hybrid option, pushes the car well over 
£100,000. That is still a good deal less expensive than, say, 
a Bentley saloon which feels no more luxurious and wouldn’t 
take you to dinner via the nearest goat track, should you so 
desire. 

In the context of figures like this it seems daft to consider 
the financial benefits of saving a little fuel and personal tax¬ 
ation by taking the hybrid option, which adds thousands to 
the bottom line and must surely make it a dearer proposition 
than going for a cheaper purely diesel model. 

But that is not to think like a potential owner. At this level 
an owner can spend what is needed to produce a warm 
glow every time the engine starts - and if that includes feel¬ 
ing good about reduced emissions, so much the better. 

The new Range Rover might be built entirely of aluminium 
but it’s a weighty beast in long wheelbase, battery added 
form. It tips the scales at more than 2,500 kilos, or comforta¬ 
bly more than two Fiestas. 

The 33mpg recorded on a short and undemanding test 
drive won’t set any records but looks respectable with all 
that metal to pull around. 

Progress is serene with the diesel engine helping, or not. 
Indeed, it is so refined that the short sections on battery only 
felt no different; a tribute to the way the Range Rover engi¬ 
neers have integrated the two power systems. 

But you won’t be bothering with the practical details after 
a glance at the Range Rover on-line brochure (set aside an 
hour or two on Sunday morning), where you will be seduced 
into spending still more. 

Difficult to turn down an extra large windscreen washer 
bottle for £30 but do steer clear of putting your name on 
illuminated tread plates to be admired every time you open 
a front door. That’s £720 well saved.

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Villa close in 
on Barcelona 
winger Traore 

VILLA are edging closer to signing Bar¬ 
celona teenager Adama Traore. 

The winger is not yet at the club to 
put the finishing touches to the deal, but 
could be a Villa player by the time they 
face Manchester United in the Premier 
League on Friday. 

Stoke were also interested in the 
19-year-old but Villa are now understood 
to be in pole position. 

Traore has been a long-term target of 
boss Tim Sherwood, who refused to dis¬ 
cuss any deal last week. 

He said: “He’s a good player, but at 
the moment he’s a Barcelona player.” 
Traore, a Spain Under-19 international, 
has risen through the ranks at the Nou 
Camp and would offer Sherwood further 
attacking options. 

He would become his 10th signing of 
the summer should the deal go through 
as Sherwood continues a summer re¬ 
vamp in the wake of the exits of Chris¬ 
tian Benteke, Fabian Delph and Ron 
Vlaar. 

The boss had suggested he would tar¬ 
get English players after raiding France 
for Jordan Veretout, Jordan Amavi and 
Jordan Ayew, but instead Spaniard 
Traore is close to joining. 

England winger Aaron Lennon, who 
had a loan stint at Everton last season, is 
also a potential signing with the winger 
on the fringes at Tottenham. 

Meanwhile, Jack Grealish and Carles 
Gil are back in training but unlikely 
to face the Red Devils in Villa’s home 
opener. 

Grealish picked up a hamstring injury 
during the pre-season. 

The former Valencia midfielder missed 
matches against Walsall, Wolves and 
Nottingham Forest with the trouble¬ 
some issue. 

Peace committed

CHAIRMAN Jeremy Peace insists he is 
ready to drive Albion on despite almost 
selling the club this summer. 

Peace says he is as committed as ever 
to improving the Baggies after calling 
a halt to his proposed sale to a Chinese 
consortium in the closed season.

“I did not feel the club’s long-term 
stability and development would be best 
served by continuing discussions.” 

“It is worth noting that the club was 
the subject of widespread interest from 
other suitors and it was gratifying that 
all due diligence drew unanimous confi¬ 
dence in, and praise for, our club and its 
operations. 

“We remain in strong financial health 
and I can assure you I am as committed 
as ever to driving Albion forward. But 
this is no return to a status quo.”

Birmingham goalkeeper Tomasz Kuszczak also 
had to produce heroics late on to save Sa’s penalty 
and preserve the win. 

It was just the start Birmingham wanted after 
their harrowing spell 12 months ago when they 
were relegation candidates before the arrival of 
manager Gary Rowett. 

Reading were certainly more positive than Bir¬ 
mingham in the early stages. They were obviously 
keen to wipe away the memory of last season’s 
horror show when they crashed 6-1 at St An¬ 


drew’s. The opening goal arrived when Cotterill’s 
40th minute free-kick was viciously deflected by 
Blackman past goalkeeper Jonathan Bond, who 
was hopelessly sent the wrong way. 

The goal changed the complexion of the game 
and Birmingham doubled their lead in the 47th 
minute.

ALBION’S season began with 
a heavy defeat as title hopefuls 
Manchester City turned on the 
style at The Hawthorns. 

City were on Easy Street in the first 
half as they cruised into a 2-0 lead 
thanks to a fortunate goal from David 
Silva and a fine one from Yaya Toure. 

And they added a third through captain Vin¬ 
cent Kompany after the break despite an im¬ 
proved showing from the Baggies, who had 
paraded record signing Salomon Rondon to the 
crowd before the game. 

It was a chastening start to the campaign for 
Tony Pulis’s men, but less daunting challenges 
await after a tough opening month. 

City made all of the early running with the 
Baggies struggling to retain possession. 

And even before the opening goal, new signing 
James Chester had to make an important inter¬ 
ception for the hosts to prevent David Silva get¬ 
ting the finishing touch to a Jesus Navas cross. 

Pressure 

City maintained their pressure and it was re¬ 
warded on nine minutes, although the goal came 
with a sizeable chunk of good fortune. 

Navas’s pull-back from the right found Toure 
just inside the penalty area and his shot struck 
the right instep of Silva, cannoned off both of 
Craig Dawson’s feet and dribbled past Boaz My- 
hill. 

The Baggies keeper appeared to give the shot 
up as a lost cause, but replays suggested a quick 
reaction might have given him a chance of a mak¬ 
ing a save. 

Albion enjoyed a brief spell of pressure but they 
were soon back under the cosh and found them¬ 
selves 2-0 down courtesy of a goal of real quality 
by City on 24 minutes. 

Toure cut in from the left and exchanged 
passes on the edge of the box with Wilfried Bony 
before curling a scorching shot into the top corner 
of the net. 

If Myhill’s decision was under question for 
Silva’s opener, he had no chance to stop Toure’s 
second. 

It might have got worse for the Baggies when 


Aleksandar Kolarov galloped unchecked down 
City’s left flank and delivered a cross for Bony 
15 yards out. 

But the striker’s shot deflected for a corner off 
Dawson. 

Big-money signing Raheem Sterling should 
have marked his City debut with a goal when he 
exploited a worrying amount of space between 
Chester and Dawson and raced onto a through- 
ball, finding himself in a one-on-one with Myhill. 
But the England youngster produced a tame shot 
and Myhill saved. 

Moments later Saido Berahino raced onto a 
James Morrison pass and found the net but his 


celebrations were cut short by a linesman’s off¬ 
side flag. 

The Baggies looked grateful to reach half-time 
without further damage as they headed for the 
dressing room looking to regroup. 

Sterling had another great chance to add City’s 
third early in the second half when he once again 
outpaced Dawson and Chester and burst into the 
Baggies box. But his shot from a tight angle was 
saved smartly by Myhill. 

The hosts came out with more intent after the 
break and raised the volume in the stadium. 

The Baggies were punished on 59 minutes 
when they got in a tangle and went 3-0 down. 


Albion put 
striking duo 
up for offer 

ALBION have effectively put Victor An- 
ichebe and Brown Ideye up for sale as 
Tony Pulis looks to press ahead with his 
summer squad overhaul. 

The Baggies boss admits the pair are 
available for transfer after the arrival of 
Rickie Lambert and new £12m record 
signing Salomon Rondon. 

But the club face a potential financial 
hit if they want to offload one or both of 
the strikers to free up room on the Haw¬ 
thorns wage bill. 

“People will look at Victor and Browny 
and think they have to move on, but 
they have wanted to play more regular 
football anyway,” said Pulis. 

“Bringing Salomon in, does it hasten 
their move from the club? We’ll have to 
wait and see.” 

The most likely scenario would see 
one of Anichebe and Ideye depart with 
the other remaining, for the time being 
at least, to provide back-up for Lambert, 
Rondon and Saido Berahino. 

Albion might still add another striker 
to their ranks if an attractive deal be¬ 
comes available but it is understood 
other positions are currently a priority. 

Pulis still wants at least one more 
defender with Tottenham centre-back 
Federico Fazio one of those being con¬ 
sidered, and he has not ruled out adding 
a central midfielder as well. 

He still wants another option out 
wide, with long-standing targets Matt 
Phillips of QPR and Nottingham For¬ 
est’s Michail Antonio still on his radar. 

And he will press ahead with plans to 
sign Cardiff goalkeeper David Marshall 
if his budget allows, with Ben Foster not 
due backuntil October at the earliest. 

He has so far added Lambert, Ron¬ 
don, James Chester, James McClean and 
Serge Gnabry to his ranks

KENNY JACKETT said he was delight¬

- but demanded his team improve their 
poor starts to games. 

For the second game in succession 
Wolves began the match sluggishly and 
Newport took advantage to score a shock 
early opener.
